Outbreak 
impacts 
Race ITack 
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Equine herpes at 
Woodbine 
shrinks the field 
in Fort Erie

An outbreak of horse 
herpes at Woodbine has 
caused potential problems 
for the Fort Erie Race 
Track. 

The Ontario Racing 
Commission has con¬ 
firmed five reports of the 
neuropathic form of the 
disease and has placed a 
number of restrictions as 
a precaution on June 11. 

One horse has already 
been euthanized and 
another transported to the 
Ontario Veterinary College 
for further evaluation and 
treatment. 

One measure being 
ordered by the commis¬ 
sion is that no horses are 
permitted to leave 
Woodbine unless given 
approval. As of press time 
on June 18, no indication 
had been given that any¬ 
thing had changed. 
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One in five horses brought in from Woodbine

Monday's races were can¬ 
celled due to an insufficient 
field to work with. 

Chief executive officer of 
the Fort Erie Live Racing 
Consortium Jim Thibert said 
this will likely have a nega¬ 
tive impact at the historic 
border oval. 

"For the next couple of 
weeks when horses are 
restricted from leaving the 
property at Woodbine, it's 
going to affect our horse 
supply," said Thibert. 


Using this past Tuesday's 
twilight card as an example, 
17 of the the horses that ran 
in the eight races were from 
Woodbine. The outbreak 
was also realized by the 
commission on the same 

Getdng them back to their 
home bam, through consul¬ 
tation with the commission, 
was something they were 
able to pull off, said Thibert. 

"Our first goal was to get 
our clients back to 
Woodbine," he said. 

There are no reported 
cases of the vims at the Fort 


Erie Race Track. 

Thibert estimated about 
20% of the horses that run at 
Fort Erie are transported 
from Woodbine. 

"It directly affects our 
wagering," said Thibert. 

Since horsepeople who 
earn a living at the Fort Erie 
Race Track did not find out 
that there would be a 2013 
season until late, many train¬ 
ers and owners decided to 
skip this year's meet and set 
up at other tracks in North 
America. 

Thibert said this latest sit¬ 
uation, depending how long 


the lockdown at Woodbine 
lasts, could hinder the num¬ 
bers even further for the sea-

the horse supply will cause 
performance problems.” 

The consortium will have 
to wait until the commission 
finds there is no longer any 


threat of the disease at 
Woodbine until horses are 
able to leave and head to 
Fort Erie for racing. 

"If they have it contained 
and they're sure there's no 
more outbreaks over the 
next week, they'll be able to 
lift it," said Thibert.

Three more schools 
up for review 
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Crystal Beach, 

^ Bertie and 
’ Ridgeway 
public schools 
to be examined 


Three more public ele¬ 
mentary schools in Fort 
Erie will be considered 
for closure. 

Trustees of the District 
School Board of Niagara 
(DSBN) are continuing 
their long-term look at 
how to best support stu¬ 
dent success through 
revitalizing the region’s 
public schools. Trustees 
took another step forward 
in this process by receiv¬ 
ing a facilities planning 
report at a Jun. 11 board 
meeting and voted to ini¬ 
tiate accommodation 
reviews in Niagara-on- 
the-Lake and west Fort 
Erie. 

Being discussed in the 
reviews, when they begin 
in the 2013-14 academic 
year, are Bertie Public 
School, Crystal Beach 
Public School and 
Ridgeway Public School. 

Projections show a con¬ 
tinued decline in enrol¬ 
ment for this group of 
schools. By 2022, enrol¬ 
ment at the three schools 
will be at 45% of their 
available capacity. 

“Declining enrolment is 
the most challenging 
issue facing school boards 
in Ontario today,” said 
Kevin Maves, chair of the 
DSBN's board. 

“As student populations 


decline it becomes 
and more difficult to offer 
educational programs 
that meet the needs of 
today’s youth. Our situa¬ 
tion is further compound¬ 
ed by having a system 
with some of the oldest 
school buildings in 
Ontario," he said. 

Recent trends show that 
enrolment continues to 
decline across the system. 
In the elementary panel, 
enrolment has fallen 
nearly 20% since 2003. In 
that same time frame, 
secondary enrolment has 
seen a reduction of more 
than 13%. In the 2013/14 
school year, one-third of 
the DSBN’s 88 elementary 
schools will have fewer 
than 200 students 
enrolled. “As a result, it is 
essential that the Board 
examines creative solu¬ 
tions that will improve 
the educational experi¬ 
ence for students and 
prepare them for success 
later in life,” added 
Maves. 

“While we believe the 
DSBN offers students an 
outstanding public edu¬ 
cation, the fact remains 
that there are fewer school 
aged children living in 
Niagara now compared to 
ten years ago. We expect 
this trend to continue and 
therefore we must react in 
order to ensure that we 
can maintain and improve 
our educational program¬ 
ming and extracurricular 
offerings,” said Sue

Province has a plan for horse-racing 


Dear Editor, 

The new Ontario govern¬ 
ment believes in a strong, 
sustainable future for the 
horse racing industry in this 
province. We have a plan, 
guided by the report of the 
Horse Racing Industry 
Transition Panel, for a way 
forward that will put the 
industry on a sustainable 
path - and while we’ve 
already made a lot of prog¬ 
ress, we know there is more 
work to be done. 

We have committed up to 
$180 million to support the 
industry over the next three 
years as it adapts to a smaller 
and more sustainable model. 
Agreements for transition 
funding have been signed 
with 12 racetracks and there 
will be horse racing at 15 
tracks right across the prov¬ 
ince this season. Details 


about those agreements are 
publicly available on the 
Ministry of Agriculture and 
Food website. 

Last week, I was happy to 
announce that the govern¬ 
ment would support the 
Horse ImprovementProgram 
- which will total up to $30 
million in each of the next 
two years - to give Ontario’s 
vibrant racehorse breeding 
industry the confidence that 
there is a future here for 
Ontario-bred racehorses. 

The Horse Racing 
Transition Panel has spent 
hundreds of hours working 
with stakeholders. In their 
report, they recommended a 
new market-driven model 
that works for the industry 
and is good public policy. 
This model will include inte¬ 
grating horse racing with the 
modernization of the prov¬ 
ince’s gaming strategy, which 
will provide additional reve¬ 
nue sources for racetracks. 


I have asked the Panel to 
consult with the industry 
over the summer and to 
present a detailed a plan for 
the future of horseracing in 
Ontario by October 2013 that 
would see the industry take 
ownership for its long term 
future success. Those con¬ 
sultations will begin on June 
21st, and I encourage every¬ 
one who has an interest to 
share their views. 

I know how important the 
horse racing and breeding 
industries are to the culture 
and economy of communi¬ 
ties across Ontario, and that 
is why our government will 
continue to work with the 
industry to ensure that it has 
a strong, sustainable future.

Fort Erie Secondary 
School and Ridgeway- 
Crystal Beach High School 
will be closed to make way 
for a new school in Fort 
Erie. 

It's been nearly 40 years 
since the District School 
Board of Niagara last built a 
high school. 

And Fort Erie will break 
that drought, with a new 

by trustees Tuesday. 

They gave thumbs up to a 
750-student high school to 
be built in a yet-to-be deter¬ 
mined location. 

The board wants a new 
facility to open by Sept. 2017, 


as students continue to 
attend the two schools. 

The project is subject to 
provincial approval and 
funding. 

Kim Craitor, MPP for 
Niagara Falls, Fort Erie and 
Niagara-on-the-Lake, said 
he will endorse the DSBN's 
application for funding. 

"I'm very excited about 
this," he said. "I'll be endors¬ 
ing it and pushing it for- 

Fort Erie Mayor Doug 
Martin, a graduate of RCBHS, 
would like to see the new 
school built within the 
Municipal Centre, adjacent 
to town hall on Garrison Rd. 

That idea was first pitched 
in February by Fort Erie 
councillors John hill and 
Stephen Passero, who repre¬ 
sent the areas where FESS 


and RCBHS sit today. 

Martin said the new school 
is "a very positive step for 
the town of Fort Erie." 

"Ridgeway (Crystal Beach 
High School) was a great 
high school to go to and 
there has always been a great 
rivalry between Ridgeway 
and Fort Erie, but the num¬ 
bers have decreased over the 
last number of years so we 
should have one high school 
that we call all root for," he 
said. 

In the decision, DSBN 
trustees also agreed Port 
Colbome High School would 
stay open. 

In the decision, DSBN 
trustees also agreed Port 
Colbome High School would 
stay open. 

All three south Niagara 
schools were pulled into 


recent public and staff 
accommodation reviews 
recommending the changes, 
with little controversy. 

"I'm excited about this," 
said Fort-Erie/Port Colbome 
trustee Dave Schaubel at the 
board meeting. 

"Excited that it was from a 
group of people that came 
together, and did what was 
best for the kids,” Schaubel 
said. "And 


it was without a whole lot of 

"It was a really refreshing 
time, listening to people log¬ 
ically think about where do 
we go as a school, and as a 
school board. It was exciting 
to see them work together, 
with very few exceptions, 
toward what I believe is the 
best thing we can do." 

Combining the popula¬ 


tions of both schools, said 
school board chairman 
Kevin Maves, will help to 
counteract the effects of 
declining enrolment. 

“Although declining enrol¬ 
ment creates significant 
challenges for our board, it 
also provides us with an 
opportunity to renew and 
reenergize our system for 
the next 50 years."

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Amalgamation of figure skating clubs taken off the table

Two local figure skating 
clubs have been caught up 
in an ongoing debate over 
a possible amalgamation 
since 2005 and at the 
council-in-committee 
meeting of Jun. 10, discus- 

Delegates from the Fort 
Erie Figure Skating Cluh 
and Crystal Ridge Skating 
Club both addressed the 
matter in front of local 
politicians and Town of 
Fort Erie staff last week 


and after hearing both 
sides, council voted 
against merging both par¬ 
ties and instead decided 
the best direction to take 
would be keeping their 
structures the way they 

Over the years, both 
clubs have attempted to 
agree on varying transi¬ 
tion strategies but have 
not been able to agree on 
a formula that would be 
favourable to both sides if 
they were to amalgamate. 

The Fort Erie Figure 
Skating Club, who is 


$13,000 in debt to the 
Town of Fort Erie, has 
been in favour of the 
merger, explained the 
club's president Janelle 

"Fort Erie has always 
supported the union of 
the two clubs," she said. 

She said it is the Fort 
Erie Figure Skating Club's 
opinion that bringing both 
organizations together 
will create more opportu¬ 
nities for the young ath¬ 
letes involved. 

"It's common sense to 
have only one skating club 


in Fort Erie," she said. 

Sauer feels having more 
participants in one group 
will improve the quality of 
services provided for 
young figure skaters in 
Greater Fort Erie. 

"The more skaters you 
have, the more programs 
you can offer." 

She said the Town's 
Community Gaming and 
Development Corporation 
(CGDC) has acted as a fair 
mediator between both 
groups, attempting to help 
find a solution that is 
favourable to everyone. 


Through different meet¬ 
ings held while the dis¬ 
cussion has been taking 
place, she said it is evi¬ 
dent both parties weren't 
willing to come to an 
agreement.

has been brought to the 
attention of parents whose 
children practice with 
them and claims that 97% 
feel nothing should 
change and both clubs 
should operate separate¬ 
ly- 

"As a club, we've always 
been against amalgama¬ 
tion," said Burnison.

Zoning 
changes stir 
debate at 
council

Town council made some zoning by¬ 
law amendments during the June 10 reg¬ 
ular meeting at Town Hall, but a lengthy 
debate carried out before a decision was 

Town staff proposed changes that are 
specific to properties along the Lake Erie 
shoreline to zone areas suitable for resi¬ 
dential use. 

Ward 5 Coun. Don Lubberts had con¬ 
cerns about the proposals, suggesting 
that any time a development is consid¬ 
ered along the water that an 
Environmental Impact Study be con- 

He said the existence of the Fowler's 
Toad and the redheaded woodpecker 
and other environmental considerations 
need to be investigated when a develop¬ 
ment along the shoreline is brought to 
council. 

"The Lake Erie shoreline is more than 
just a bunch of sand and sand dimes,” 
said Lubberts. 

"When we're dealing with develop¬ 
ment along the shoreline, we should not 
ignore the fact they're environmentally 
sensitive," he added. 

Director of community planning and 
development Rick Brady, said amending 
the report to instruct that an EIS be con¬ 
ducted for every waterfront build is pos¬ 
sible, but he cautioned against it. 

"Please bear in mind what that means. 
It will add to the cost of development 
along the shoreline," said Brady. 

Ward 2 Coun. Rick Shular asked Brady 
is these amendments would create the 
possibility of another waterfront condo. 

Brady said it certainly doesn't elimi¬ 
nate this possibility, but a public input 
process and full consultation with the 
municipal government is required if it is 
faced with a decision about another con¬ 
dominium building along the shore of 
Lake Erie. 

"Council has given the direction they 
want to be involved in any intensification 
along the shoreline," said Brady. 

He said pressure from the provincial 
government for municipalities to expand 
and address this type of development is 
what brings this report before council. 

"The province is pushing me very hard 
to deal with residential intensification," 
said Brady.

He also said clearing the 
debt would create the pos¬ 
sibility of both clubs sit¬ 
ting down and considering 
an amalgamation in the 
future, since the money 
owed is what he called the 
most "contentious issue" 
during this debate. 

"It could be the first step 
in what type of co-opera¬ 
tion can be realized."

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Salvation Army says homelessness is a real issue in Fort Erie 


Fort Erie Times 

People can carry around 
an image of what home¬ 
lessness looks like. It rang¬ 
es from sleeping on bench¬ 
es, under bridges, tents - 
but, most people don't 
think it's a major problem 
in their community. 

When you walk through 
Fort Erie, you don't see the 
"traditional image" of 
homeless people, but 
Andrew Jolley, Salvation 
Army mobile outreach 
worker for Fort Erie, 
Welland and Port Colbome 
said homelessness is a very 


real problem in the Greater 
Fort Erie area. 

"People tend to think 
about homelessness as 
people sleeping under 
bridges, but it's not like 
that here. It's not the tradi¬ 
tional homeless person. 
They're transient, which 
means they don't have a 
stable home, they're living 
day at a time and have no 
security for tomorrow," 
said Jolley. 

He said he sees a lot of 
"couch surfers" and people 
who are living out of their 

"It's not obviously home¬ 
lessness." 

Jolley has been in Fort 


Erie for a year and has 
spent a lot of time interact¬ 
ing with people and 
because of this interaction 
with people he is realizing 
how big of an issue it is. 

"The more I learn about 
it the more I'm able to look 
for it," he said. 

He said there are three 
factors for homelessness in 
the area. The first is the 
lack of affordable housing. 

"Earlier in the spring 
there were more affordable 
houses available. The mar¬ 
ket has dried up, but the 
need is still there. There are 
a lot of people who are 
struggling to make ends 
meet and don't want to

The third factor is lack of employment. Even 
those who are employed are finding it difficult to 
make ends meet. With the increased cost of gro¬ 
ceries, housing and bills, some employers haven't 
caught up yet to provide a livble wage. 

He said he deals with some people who are on 
Ontario Disability, and probably could be able to 
support themselves, if the affordable housing was 


available. 

In April, he assisted 16 people that were either 
homeless or at risk of becoming homeless. Last 
month, he had another seven individuals come 
forward with the same need. In the last week 
alone he has met with three more people who 
were seeking assistance. 

"In about two months, I have provided support 
to over 25 individuals, in Fort Erie alone, strug¬ 
gling with a lack of sustainable housing. That 
number does not include their partners and or 
children that are struggling right along side of

Preventing homelessness is a focus on 
almost every aspect of what The Salvation 
Army does. Through programs such as 
their food bank or utilities assistance they 
try to provide assistance that allows peo¬ 
ple to maintain their current housing. 
Through programs such as their mobile 
outreach unit they seek out those who are 
homeless or near homeless on the streets 
of the community. 

The Salvation Army in Fort Erie will 
also provide emergency transportation to 
clients who are seeking shelter in one of 
the region's hostels, while providing ser¬ 
vice to assist clients in obtaining and 
maintaining suitable housing for them¬ 
selves and their family. 

lolley conducts one-on-one interviews 
to determine the level of need the client 
has and identify housing in the area. 

"I help them think through their 
options, help them find housing or help 
them fill out any forms," he said. 

Because he is the mobile outreach 
worker for the area he has seen an 
increase in the number of meals being 
served every week. 

On Monday nights they have five stops 
in Fort Erie. 

"This month we had two Monday eve¬ 
nings where we served over 150 meals," 
he said. The number has been on a grad¬ 
ual increase since he came into the com¬ 
munity. 

He said he's not dealing with a certain 
demographic. 

"It's people who are 16 or 18-years- 
old, all the way up to people who are in 
their 60s and 70s." 

The first step in helping to solve the 
problem of homelessness in the com¬ 
munity is for landlords to be more will¬ 
ing to negotiate and provide affordable 
housing. 

"If a landlord has a listing, he can let 
me know and I can fill that spot." 

He said another step in helping com¬ 
bat homelessness is for people to speak 
up. 

"If you have a family member or 
friend who is in trouble, connect them 
with us. The Salvation Army can help."

"There’s very little to tell 
him,” Krupa said. “He’s gotta 
work on his running and get 
faster, but all of them need to 
get faster in high school.

It was only a year ago when 
Mueller, in his first year of 
high school, set the Zone 3, 
SOSSA and OFSAA records.

The tall, beautiful iris, the most popular being the tall (at least 28”)bearded irises, 
are named after the Greek goddess who rode rainbows, comes in many colors. It 
is hardy, reliable, and easy to grow. Irises also attract butterflies and humming¬ 
birds and make lovely cut flowers. Most irises flower in early summer. Some, 
mostly bearded hybrids, are remontant, flowering again later in the summer. 

Irises are deer-resistant and drought-tolerant. However, they are susceptible to 
borers, so check the rhizomes (fleshy roots) yearly for holes, discarding any in¬ 
fested ones. Verbena bud moth, whiteflies, iris weevil, thrips, slugs and snails, 
aphids, and nematodes may also be troublesome. 

• Avoid applying high-nitrogen fertilizers to the surface or carelessly mulching with 
organic matter, which may encourage rhizome rot. 

• Keep rhizomes exposed. Unlike bulbs, which thrive deep underground, iris rhizomes 
need a bit of sun and air to dry them out. If they're covered with soil or crowded by other 
plants, they'll rot. Irises may benefit from shallow mulching in the spring. 

• Dont trim iris leaves. Leaves carry on photosynthesis for next year's growth Cut off 
brown tips—and cut the flowering stalk down to the rhizome to discourage rot. 

• If iris foliage is hit with heavy frost, remove and destroy it to eliminate borer eggs. 
After 2 to 5 years, when clumps become congested or lose vitality, divide and replant sound 
rhizomes in fresh soil. The best time to replant irises is soon after bloom Transplant them to 
places where they will have "wet feet but dry knees."
